OPA Administrator Bowles issued 
a flat warning that if congress 
ditches subsidies prices of many 
basic food commodities will be 
boosted almost immediately and the 
cost of living mount at least an- 
other 10 per cent. 

War Production Board Chair- 
man Nelson pointed out that 
government expenditures for all 
kinds of supplies and munitions 
will be increased heavily by the 
failure of congress to back up 

> the price control program with 
subsidies. 

Disregarding these warnings and 
the most powerful message ever 
sent by President Roosevelt in. be- 
half of subsidies, the house of rep- 
resentatives was lined up solidly in 
opposition. 

It was reperted that sentiment in 
the senate also was in favor of 
throwing the subsidy program over- 
board.

A year ago last October the con- 
gress of the United States passed 
the economic stabilization act. 


The purpose of this law was to 
hold wages to September 15, 1942, 
levels and to hold prices—especially 
food prices—to the levels of the 
same date. The overall and under- 
lying purpose was to prevent infla- 
tion, which would bring misery and 
suffering to the country and the 
advent of which would be equiva- 
lent to a major military disaster. 

The wage-earners of America are 
keenly aware of the dangers of in- 
flation. We know what inflation 
means. We know what it means to 
have the purchasing power of the 
worker’s pay envelope in a steady 
and continuous decline. 

However, the economic pestilence 
of inflation would affect all of 
America, including the people liv- 
ing on fixed incomes, stockholders, 
bondholders, servicemen’s wives and 
their dependents, and the millions 
of little business men. 

Under the economic stabilization 
act, now more than thirteen months 
old, our government was committed 


congress to hold prices down at the 
levels of September 15, 1942. This 
commitment by congress to the 
American people has not been car- 
ried out. Prices have not been held 
down. 

President Roosevelt has from 
time to time warned that prices 
| must be held down. Justice Byrnes, 
director of war mobilization, has 
echoed this warning on various oc- 
casions. Mr. Prentiss Brown, who 
was head of OPA for a number of 
months, gave to the American peo- 
ple a running fire of promises dur- 
ing the period of his incumbency 
that food prices would be held 
down. = 

Despite all these promises and 
warnings, food prices continued to 
rise. In the early part of this year 
the promises to hold down the rise 
in food prices were supplanted by

Rejection of the subsidy program 
would be the signal for even more 
dangerous inflation of prices and 
would unquestionably force aban- 
donment or revision of the “little 
steel” formula.

promise was made. 

In the face of all these assur- 
ances and promises, we now find 
that the law passed by congress in 
October of 1942 is not being car- 


ried out; that this commitment 
solemnly given by a government to 
its people has not been made good. 

All evidence indicates that there 
is only one way in which the price 
of essential commodities for the 
home front can be brought within 
the reach of the American worker’s 
pocketbook. This method is the 
tried and tested method of using 
public money for the public good. 

Subsidies helped to build our 
transcontinental railroads which 
made it possible for millions of en- 
terprising Americans to tap the 
great natural resources of the west- 
ern part of our country. 

Subsidies have been used to help 
our airlines, our railroads, our 
merchant marine and have been an 
enormous boon to the farmers of 
our nation. Subsidies, for instance, 
have been consistently paid to the 
cotton farmers of America in one 
form or another to the extent of 
$1,349,224,000 in the eight years run- 
ning from 1933 through 1941. 

This enormous sum, mind you, 
to help our farmers produce just 
one crop—cotton. 

The answer to our pressing prob- 
lem of stopping the continuous rise 
in consumer prices on the home 
front, and thereby stopping the 
threat of inflation, is obviously the 
subsidy method. 

If a member of congress is op- 
posed to the concept of economic 
stabilization contained in the eco- 
nomic stabilization act of October, 
1942, or if any such member thinks 
that inflation would be a good thing 
for America, that member should, 
in all sincerity, submit a bill calling 
for the repeal of the act of October, 
1942. 

But so long as this economic sta- 
bilization act is on the statute 
books, it is the duty and obligation 
of congress to vote the funds neces-

Senate Group for 
‘Rail Wage Boost 


Committee Report Rebuffs 
Vinson and Upholds 
Union Contract 


Congress believes that the 
1,100,000 non-operating rail- 
way workers, who are enrolled 
in AFL unions, are entitled to 
the 8-cent hourly increase in 
pay awarded to them by a special 
presidential commission. 

This was made clear and definite 
when a senate interstate commerce 
sub-committee approved a resolu- 
tion declaring that such an increase 
in pay is valid and in accord with 
the railway labor act. 

The committee held that the 
contract entered into on Aug- 
ust 7, 1943, by the railroad op- 
erators and the unions, which 
included this pay increase, “will 
not disturb the ‘little steel’ 
formula nor will it express di- 
rectly or indirectly congres- 


sional disapproval of that 
formula.” 
Thus the committee’s report 


flatly repudiated the charge made 
by Economic Stabilization Director 
Vinson that favorable action by 
congress on this question would 
break the “little steel” formula and 
increases 
throughout industry. 

Both houses of congress are ex- 
pected to approve and send to the 
president the resolution validating 
the railway wage increase. The 
committee members voting for the 
resolution were Senators Johnson, 
of Colorado; Truman, of Missouri; 
Wagner, of New York; Shipstead, 
of Minnesota, and Reed, of Kansas. 

Their report said in part:

TREASURY DEPARTMENT 
WARNS AGAINST CHECK 
THIEVES AND FORGERS 


The following letter was received 
by the local central labor council 
and is re-printed for the informa- 
tion of readers of the Journal: 

The United States secret service 
and all law enforcement officers 
warn business establishments who 
cash government and commercial 
checks against the check thieves 
and check forgers operating in this 
area. Millions of allotment and al- 
lowance checks are being mailed 
each month to dependents of the 
boys at the front. This check is the 
only means of support for the wife 
and children left at home and yet 
a check thief—the meanest thief-— 
will take it from the mail box and 
cash it. It will not be a merry 
Christmas for that family if their 
check has been stolen and cashed 
by one of these unscrupulous 
thieves—and the business man who 
cashes the check for him is. partly 
responsible for the hardships suf- 
fered by the serviceman’s family 
through the loss of the check. 

These thieves constitute the great- 
est crime menace before law en- 
forcement agencies today. You can 
help prevent this type of crime and 
prevent losses to yourself at the 
same time by having your employes 
take the following precautions, not 
only during the holiday season, but 
at all times. 

Know your endorsers—be sure the 
person is properly identified! 

Be sure the person who endorsed 
the check can be located at a later 
date should this check be returned 
to you as forged! 

Be sure the check is endorsed at 
the time of negotiation in the pres- 
ence of the employe! 

Have your employes initial all 
checks they approve for payment 
and insist that they require identi- 
fication! 

Tell your neighbor of this warn- 
ing and give it as much publicity 
as possible in order that the forgery 
menace may be stopped in this area.

Ickes Assails Mine 
Safety Failure 


Aroused by a report from the 
bureau of mines that the death 
of 11 men in the Nellis coal 
mine explosion November 6th 


near Madison, W. Va., was the 
result “either of gross carelessness 
or negligence,” Secretary of the In- 
terior Harold L. Ickes has written 
a letter to Charles R. Hook, presi- 
dent of the American Rolling Mill 
company, Middleton, O., owners of 
the mine, strongly protesting the 
failure of the company to take 
proper safety precautions. 

Ickes said that the accidental 
killing of working men is 
tragic at any time, but in the 
present situation, when every 
ton of coal is essential to 
the successful prosecution of 
the war, such tragedies consti- 
tute a threat to our national 
security. 

The Nellis explosion was the 
eighth major coal mine disaster of 
1943, bringing the total fatalities to 
174 in the first ten months and six 
days of the year. In the corre- 
sponding period of 1942, there were 
only five major disasters, with a 
death toll of 120. 

“This is a bad record,” the secre- 
tary said, “and I have accordingly 
instructed the bureau of mines to 
intensify its *efforts to insure 
greater safety in the mines. Care- 
lessness, or failure to comply with 
safety requirements should not be 
tolerated and we propose to do 
everything within our power to re- 
duce this unnecessary death toll.”

The New York Times has sud- 
denly developed a crying jag over 
the plight of some fifteen million 
“white collar” workers who, because 
they are not organized, have failed 
to obtain wage increases permitted 
under the “little steel” formula. 

When a conservative newspaper 
like the New York Times sheds 
walrus tears over the misfortune of 
any group of workers, we begin 
suspecting that someone is spread- 
ing something on too thick. 

The strategy of the news- 
paper is obvious. It isn’t even 
faintly interested in the wel- 
fare of these workers. Other- 
wise it would advise them to 
join a union which could get 
them all the rights they are en- 
titled to under the law and the 
regulations of the war labor 
board. 

Of course, the New York Times 
isn’t handing out any such advice. 
Its purpose is merely to inflame 
unorganized workers against union 
workers, to get support from un- 
organized workers against the justi- 
fied demands of union workers for 
immediate revision of the “little 
steel” formula to make up for in- 
creases in living costs since May, 
1942. 


“THE BLAME LIES IN 
OURSELVES” 

Moreover, we don’t for one minute 
accept the figures offered by the 
New York Times. We have extreme 
doubts that there are as many as 
fifteen million workers in America 
whose wages or salaries have not 
increased as much as 15 per cent 
since January 1, 1941. 

The fact is that many white col- 
lar workers are organized into trade 
unions affiliated with the American 
Federation of Labor which have 
protected their interests fully. 
Thousands of office workers, for 
instance, are members of the AFL 
office employes’ unions, which have 
been grouped together in a national 
council. Additional thousands of 
white coller workers belong to the 
various AFL unions in the federal 
government service and in the state, 
county and municipal employes’ 
union. Government employes, of 
course, must depend on legislation 
to receive wage adjustments and 
their unions have succeeded in ob- 
taining such legislation for them in 
most instances. 


If the unorganized white col- 
lar workers have failed to make 
similar gains, they have no one 
to blame but themselves. That 
does not mean to say that we 
lack sympathy for them. Sym- 
pathy is too mild a word. For 
many years the American Fed- 
eration of Labor has told these 
workers that they are bound to 
suffer unless they organize. 
Their present plight proves the 
wisdom of this advice. Nor is 
it too late for them to act upon 
it. The unions of the AFL are 
glad to welcome new members 
at any time.

Lest this be considered a prej- 
udiced point of view, we would like 
to call attention to what WLB 
Chairman Davis had to say when 
he was asked what underpaid white 
collar workers should do to get 
wage increases they are entitled to. 


GET WISE—ORGANIZE 


“Well, one way,” said Mr. Davis, 
“is to join an organization. That is 
the way I would do.” 

Yes, the white collar workers 
should take this lesson to heart. 
They should realize by now that 
no worker can afford to be a 
rugged individualist. They 
should see the futility of bar- 
gaining as individuals in an in- 
dustrial economy which is 
highly organized. 

Isn’t it just a silly manifestation 
of false pride for an office worker 
to consider himself above his fel- 
low workers? Isn’t he cutting off 
his nose to spite his face if he fails 
to join with other office workers in 
a union to protect the interest of all 
white collar workers? 

It seems shameful to us that 
office workers, who have the bene- 
fits of better education, should be so 
far behind workers in overalls when 
it comes to advancement of their 
economic status through organiza- 
tion. 

Potentially, the office work- 
ers could have one of the 
largest and strongest unions in 
the country if they would only 
throw off the ridiculous mental 
hazards against joining a union 
which have been cleverly set 
up by employer propaganda. 

As a member of an AFL office 
workers’ union ourself, we can tes- 
tify that such union membership 
has not interfered in the slightest 
degree with our independence of 
thought or action. 

We can also testify from our per- 
sonal observation that union office 
workers are better paid and work 
under better conditions than non- 
union office workers. 

So we say to the unorganized of- 
fice workers of the country—don’t 
envy union members who are better 
paid. Get wise and join an AFL 
union yourselves!

Injuries Keep 50,000 
From Employment Daily 


More than 50,000 manufacturing 
workers are absent from their jobs 
every day because of industrial in- 
juries, Secretary of Labor Frances 
Perkins reported. 

“Industrial injuries disabled ap- 
proximately 69,000 manufacturing 
workers during August with a re- 
sulting loss of 1,300,000 man-days of 
production,” she said. “This loss, 
which does not include any allow- 
ance for the continuing economic 
effect of the many deaths and per- 
manent physical impairments, is 
equivalent to full time employment 
during August for 53,000 workers.”

Carlisle C. Crosby, president of 
the association, stated that an ag- 
gressive program of action will be 
undertaken during 1944 to fight 
tuberculosis. Specifically he said 
that the association will expand its 
present work of providing free 
X-ray examinations to industrial 
groups and students. This will be 
done by means of new type X-ray 
equipment which has been ordered 
and which is expected to arrive 
here about the first of the year. 
This equipment is similar to that 
used in the navy and permits of 
more extensive service than ever 
before. 

Personnel to direct this work 
and to assist persons found to 
have signs of early tuberculosis 
will be employed to carry on 
the service. 

To keep the public informed about 
tuberculosis and health problems 
the association has recently added 
a health educator to its staff. 

Financial assistance has been 
extended by the tuberculosis 
association for the operation of 
a new health center located in 
west Oakland. This center will 
be under the administrative di- 
rection of the “Oakland health 
department with Christmas seal 
funds supplying a portion of 
the expense of operation. Simi- 
lar centers elsewhere in the 
county may be established later, | 
it was stated. 
The influx of new people to this} 

community has made it necessary 
to increase public health services, | 
Crosby said and the Christmas seal 
campaign this year will help pro- 
vide these services.

The committee has found that the workers did not produce 
because they could not produce. Managements’ only ambition— 
in fact, its only ability—seems to have been to get government 
contracts, with little conception about how they could be ful- 
filled. 

The senate committee's latest discovery is that Brewster was 
a party to a $65,000 pool which was to be used to secure war 
jobs. Plenty of money for such purposes as this, but none for 
the workers. 

Just another case of a management trying to purchase busi- 
ness without having the ability to produce. Sales talk without 
material on hand or in sight and no idea of manpower. The 
sort of thing which has made us famous. 

Henry Kaiser, however, now in charge of these plants, will 
demonstrate what real management and union workmen can do. 


UNION PRESIDENT TOLD ’EM 


Internal review bureau a few weeks ago ruled salesmen work- 
ing on commission could not be paid more in 1943 than they 
earned in 1942. At a hearing high-priced lawyers protested, but 
it was not until the president of a truck drivers’ union raised a 
holler that the commissioner sat up and took notice. 

The truck driver president pointed out that bakery drivers, 
milk drivers, beer drivers, auto, insurance and real estate sales- 
men work on commissions (with their percentages now frozen), 
that many of them are doubling up on work, that their extra 
work deserves extra pay, and that why should they work at all 
if they are not to be paid. He has a good voice and uses simple 
language; no one present could misunderstand him. 

Latest advice is that the order (which should never have been 
issued) has been ‘modified’ to an extent that it now means 
nothing. 


WATCH TAX BILLS | 


The senate ways and means committee shelved sales tax bills. 
so we have nothing to worry about until after election, but wise 
labor officials will keep an eye upon this proposal. 

Opposition of labor unions undoubtedly was seriously con- 
sidered by members of the committee, but also considered was 
the fact that a sales tax will gouge dependents of soldiers in our 
armed forces. Sales tax will make a big hole in their allotments, 
and senators hesitate to take back in taxes what they have given 
service men.

Henry J. Kaiser, the war production wizard, declared in an inter- 


view at New York City, that the 
industrial problems.

Mr. Kaiser, whose famous shipyard plants on the west coast 
are under closed shop contract with AFL unions, said that such 
contracts simplify matters for management. He pointed out: 

“The behavior of the men becomes a direct responsibility of the 


union.” 


Terming “class bitterness” a dangerous problem, Mr. Kaiser urged 
labor and management to eliminate it by recognizing that there 
should be no fear or distrust between them. 

He said that it was management’s job “to sell self-respect and 
trust for itself to the unions by showing greater interest in its 
people. It is the union’s duty to get out the work and try to under- 


stand management’s problems.” 


“There is no such thing as labor relations,” Kaiser said. “There 
are only human relations. You are dealing with people, not im- 


personal problems of finance or 


electronics. 


“There are three sides to every argument—your side, my side and 


the right side.” 


Demand Union Label 
On Mail Courses 


“Over a billion dollars of 
union-earned money has been 
paid to correspondence schools | 


by members of labor unions,” 
said I. M. Ornburn, secretary- | 
treasurer, union label trades depart- 
ment of the American Federation of | 
Labor, in a statement wherein he | 
urged members of all labor unions | 
who are taking correspondence or | 
home study courses of instruction 
to demand the union label on all} 
lessons, textbooks and other liter- | 
ature. He also urged them to de-| 
mand the union services of mem- 
bers ef labor unions for all per- 
sonnel in these educational institu- 
tions. 


Mr. Ornburn said that his 
attention had been called to 
the fact that in the past mem- 
bers of A. F. of L. unions have 
paid over $3,000,000 in tuition 
fees to one school. He stated | 
that he did not desire to have 
his announcement construed as 
an endorsement of correspon- | 
dence schools but as an indict- | 
ment against all responsible 
schools that discriminate 
against union men and do not 
display the union label. 


Mr. Ornburn concluded by empha- | 
sizing that every member who is 
now taking a course in a corre- 
spondence school should immedi- 
ately write to his respective institu- 
tion and demand the union label on 
lessons, textbooks and all litera- 
ture, and also demand that all ser- 
vices be performed by members of | 
trade unions.

Check Your Income 
Tax Situation 


“Make sure that you will not in- 
cur a penalty by underestimating 
the amount of tax due on your 1943 
income,” advises R. R. Henderson 
of the Henderson Incon:e tax ser- 
vice. If the amount of tax calcu- 
lated in your September estimate is 
less than 80 per cent of the correct 
amount, there will be a penalty 
unless an amended estimate is filed 
by December 15th. 

To illustrate: suppose that 
your September estimate 
showed a tax due of $320 and 
that your return next March 
shows the amount actually due 
to be $400. There would be no 
penalty, as $320 is not less than 
80 per cent of $400. 


But if the amount actually due 
was $450 there would be a penalty 
of $7.80, representing six per cent 


and $320. Such a penalty may be 
avoided by filing an amended esti- 


mate by December 15th.
